State of New Hampshire 


To the inhabitants of the town of Milton, qualified to 
vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said town on the second Tuesday of March next, 
at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: : 


ARTICLE 1. To take the sense of the qualified 
voters whether the alterations and amendments to 
Constitution proposed by the Constitutional Conven- 
tion shall be approved. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose a Town Clerk, Treas- 
urer, two Auditors and all other necessary officers for 
the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 38. To choose a Selectman, Trustee of 
Trust Funds and a Trustee of the Free Public Library, 
each for three years. 


ARTICLE 4. To see what sum of money the 
town will vote to raise and appropriate for repairing 
highways and bridges the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 5. To see what sum of money the 
town will vote to raise and appropriate for the main- 
tenance of the Trunk Line and State Aid Highways in 
said town, and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 
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ARTICLE 6. To see what method the town will 
vote to adopt for breaking roads the coming winter, 
raise and appropriate a sum of money, not exceeding 
four thousand dollars to pay for the same, and pass 
any other vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the 
town will vote to raise and appropriate for the main- 
tenance of street lights the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate a sum not exceeding one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars for Memorial Day expenses. 


ARTICLE 9. To see what sum of money the 
town will vote to raise and appropriate to pay its 
notes and interest, and pass any other vote or votes 
relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of twenty-five dollars to 
pay expenses of the Treasurer of Trust Funds. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to 
' raise and appropriate a sum of money, not to exceed 
four hundred dollars to be expended under direction of 
the State Forester, for preventing the spread of the 
disease commonly known as “White Pine Blister 
Rust,” and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate a sum of money not to exceed 
two hundred dollars for exterminating the Browntail 
and Gypsy Moths, and pass any other vote or votes 
relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 13. To see what sum of money the 
town will vote to raise and appropriate to pay town 
expenses.

ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of five hundred dollars 
for repairing the “New Bridge,” and pass any other 
vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred dol- 
lars for repairing side walks. 


ARTICLE 16. By petition of Fred J. Kimball 
and fourteen others: To see if the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate a sum of money not to exceed 
fifty dollars for the purpose of improving the spring 
on Silver Street so that it will be more convenient and 
sanitary, and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the town will vote to 
sell its interest in the Branch School House and lot to 
the Helping Hand Society, and pass any other vote or 
votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to hire a sum of money neces- 
sary to pay town expenses in anticipation of taxes for 
1923. 


ARTICLE 19. By petition of Robert A. Mc- 
Intosh and forty others: To vote upon the adoption of 
the Australian Ballot System for the election of town 
officers. 


ARTICLE 20. By petition of Bessie D. Stetson 
and seventeen others: To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of one hundred dollars ($100) 
for the purpose of improving and maintaining the 
park on Main Street in front of the R. R. Station. 
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ARTICLE 21. To transact any other business 
that may legally come before said meeting.

No teacher can do her 
best work during the first year, and the school which 
can retain the services of an efficient teacher for a 
series of years is fortunate and sure to show improve- 
ment. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


The building at Milton Mills was thoroughly re- 
paired during the past summer, and is now in excel- 
lent condition. The roof has been shingled the build- 
ing painted and the fence strengthened and painted. 

The building at South Milton needs attention this 
year. The exterior should be painted and the interior 
should be renovated. The same thing may be said of 
the building at Nute Ridge. 

At Milton Village it will be necessary to take 
action to prevent the undermining of the foundation 
by drainage from the roof. This will require some ce- 
ment work in order to make permanent improvement. 

I recommend that these facts be kept in mind 
when appropriations are made at the annual meeting. 
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HEALTH WORK 


I am pleased to report that this year we have been 
able to make arrangements for the services of a school 
nurse. By special arrangement with the Red Cross 
Society of Milton the medical inspection of the chil- 
dren in the schools has been made by the Red Cross 
nurse, Miss Eva M. Nelson. Miss Nelson is also doing 
the follow-up work in cases found which require fu- 
ture treatment, in that part of the town including Mil- 
ton Village and the outlying districts. 

As a result of the inspection at the beginning of 
the school year the following facts should be stated: 


No. of pupils examined, 219 
No. of pupils found with defective vision, 48 
No. of pupils found with defective ears, 
No. of pupils found with defective teeth, 175 
No. of pupils found with defective throats, 161 
No. of pupils found 7 per cent. underweight, 95 
No. of pupils found 20 per cent. overweight, 9 


No. of pupils found who have had defects corrected, 86 


Not enough time has elapsed since this work was 
undertaken to show great results; but we have made a 
good beginning and we look for much good to be 
accomplished in the future. 

This winter through the efforts of the Milton 
Women’s Club a milk and cracker lunch is being 
served during the forenoon recess to the pupils at 
Milton Village. <A record is being kept of the weights 
of the pupils and it is hoped and expected that some 
of the underweight pupils will be brought up to stand- 
ard weight during the winter. It is still too early to 
make any complete report as to the results of this 
experiment. 
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I wish that something might be done to reduce 
the number of defective teeth which have received no 
attention. The number of instances in which this de- 
fect was found is exceedingly large. A decayed tooth 
may seem to be a very simple thing, but it may have 
a very decided effect upon the health and well-being of 
the child. The co-operation both of the home and of 
the community is needed in this important work.

Report of School Nurse 


While the statistics incorporated into Mr. Dud- 
ley’s report present some features of school nursing 
I do not consider it complete. 

The law states each child shall be inspected each 
year. Such inspection to be a hundred per cent. effi- 
cient should be done by a physician. The physician is 
competent to examine the heart and lungs of the pupil. 
This feature of school inspection is entirely passed 
over by the nurse. The nurse can only note the con- 
ditions which she thinks are not normal and suggest 
and urge the parents to consult the family physician. 

The work thus far done in Milton is only a begin- 
ning and covers in this report the months of Septem- 
ber, October and November. No school work was 
accomplished during December owing to the illness 
of the nurse. 

You will observe that few corrections have been 
made thus far. Many parents have shown their in- 
terest in and desire to have corrections made in warm 
weather. Physicians generally recommend the re- 
moval of tonsils and adenoids in the summer when the 
children will not be kept from the class room. 

A great many pupils show a need for dental care. 
I have given no child credit for perfect teeth unless 
they were not only sound but free from stain. Sound 
and clean teeth being the goal toward which we urge 
each child. A few children have been taken to the 
dentist by the nurse. Parents, who, for any good rea- 
son cannot accompany their children to the dentist 
should feel free to let the nurse render this assistance. 
It is part of the nurse’s duty. 
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To carry out a definite school nursing program 
when doing community work is difficult as the sick 
expect and deserve first attention. It is my intention 
to devote a part of each afternoon to school work 
either in health talks to pupils, home calls or looking 
up absentees who are reported ill. 

All the children have been given the routine in- 
spection and the parents notified of existing defects 
by means of cards sent home by the pupils. Nearly 
all the families have been called upon with the excep- 
tion of those whose children attend the Milton Mills 
school. I regret that I did not get well acquainted in 
that school before the snow came. 

The Modern Health Crusade has been introduced 
into two schools. This is a system much used by 
health organizations and teachers to train children in 
every day personal hygiene. It has been enthus- 
iastically. received by the children. Half of those who 
started the routine have successfully carried on and 
won their pins. 

The Woman’s Club at Milton have financed the 
sale of milk and cracker lunches to all the pupils of 
the village school at ten cents per week. I believe the 
receipts from the children about cover the cost of the 
milk. The graham crackers and paper cups in which 
the milk is served being a gift outright from the club. 
These ladies deserve a great deal of credit for this 
piece of work. It has been a great benefit to the chil- 
dren, many for the first time since babyhood are learn- 
ing to like and drink milk, which is the most nourish- 
ing, as well as the cheapest, of foods. 

I wish to cite the following as an instance of what 
a suggestion from some one interested in children will 
do. One little girl was sixteen pounds underweight. 
She was extremely pale with dark circles under her 
eyes. I called to find her parents at work and an older 
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married sister at home. Her brother, a young man, 
was also present. I chatted a few mtinutes, called their 
attention to the little girl’s condition, explained what 
it might lead to and left. A few days after I learned 
from the teacher that the little girl was drinking a 
quart of milk daily, was supplied with fruit instead of 
candy. Bed time was an hour earlier than it had 
been. She looks better already. If these improve- 
ments in her diet and rest are continued she will be 
in much better health in a few months. Instances of 
this sort are quite frequent and are the brightest spots 
in school health work. 

The removal of infected or enlarged tonsils and 
adenoids, correction of vision and care of teeth are 
not our only aim in school nursing but the formation 
of lasting health habits which help to develop keener 


minds and stronger bodies. The results are not notice- . 


able in a few months but are well worth the effort of 
years. 

It is a pleasure to submit this brief report feeling 
as I have the splendid spirit of co-operation in every 
home I have entered.
